The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to facilitate 
understanding of the invention. It is submitted that the "iron tubes", "DC switch", "enclosure", 
"conveyor", "brackets", "rain shield", "scrubber", "door", "guide shaft", "drive shaft", "door", 
"spring loaded shaft", "guide roller", "strings", "elarifier", and "room" described in the instant 
specification appear to require a drawing for a proper description of the invention. Applicant is 
required to furnish a drawing under 37 CFR 1.81. No new matter may be introduced in the 
required drawing. 

35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms." 

The specification is replete with terms which are not clear, concise and exact. The 
specification should be revised carefully in order to comply with 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 
For example, in the specification on page 1 line 9 "expansive", in lines 11,16, and 20 "CL", in 
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line 16 "weakend", in line 17 "seeks and connect", in claim 18 "solid :", in lines 21 and 22 
"these, being. . .molecules", and in line 26 "especially" appear to be erroneous. 

Claims 3-11 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only, and cannot depend 
from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 3-1 1 
not been further treated on the merits. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In claim 1 "chord" and "loosing", and in claim 2 "is" appear to be 
erroneous. In claim 1 "said tube's attraction" and "it" lack clear antecedent basis. In claim 1 
"very dry", and in claim 2 "long and enclosed" and "surrounding walls" are vague and indefinite 
because it is unclear how these terms further limit the claims. Claim 1 is considered incomplete 
because it is essential to the instant process or method include a step for collecting said colloidal 
solids. Furthermore, claim 1 must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims 
in the patent cited.
